The fire started In the "Globe" 
newspaper building, at tbe corner of 
Yoiige and Mellnda streets. It wag 
discovered by tbe night watchman a 
iev minutes before three o'clock. He 
was ou one of his regalar rounds 
tbrougli tlie building, when he opened 
tbe door of tbe boiler-room, and was 
met by u cloud of Issuing smoke. He 
rang the fire ulnrm ns quickly as lie 
could, but tbe flames made such rapid 
headway that by the time the lire 
reels began to arrive the building 
was past saving,

Estimated loss, $750,000, 

Estimated Insurance, $305,0UO.

Tbe firemen wore working ogalnst 
terrible dlsadvantugeit. The water 
pressure would not throw a stream 
to the roof of tbe five and six storey 
buildings. To overcome this difflcal- 
ty, the liirge aerial ladder was tuo 
on to Mellnda street and placed In 
position with the lateotion of curry- 
ing up the Lose and thus reach the 
top of the "Globe" building. When tbe 
laddK wa,s almost In place It was 
found that the position was too hot 
to woric In, and the order was ooun- 
termnnded by the foreman. This wnn 
five minutes p,-ist three o'clock, and 
before the ladder could be lowered a

portion of the "Globe" trail falling 
outward burled It and two mms) Hub- 
ert Bowery and Bobert Fosto", tm- 
dor Its ruins. The injured )aca were 
taken out ol the debris and removetl 
to tlie General Ho^ltal, where one 
of them, Itobert Bowery, of the Lma- 
bard street ball, ^ed a eosgis el 
hours later. Shortly att«'W!ards 
threo others of the brigade, iMIsd- 
ing the chief ttlut^lf, were add^ ts 
the list of Injured, 



Nothing but the heavy fall ol snow, 
wlileh started about an hour ahead 
ol the fire and quickly covered every 
object to tbe depth ol three or lour 
Inches, saved tbe city Irom an appal- 
ling GouIIagratiuu, the dlmeosloDS 
and dcstrocMvencss ol which caaoot 
be even guessed at.

Beiuarkable to relate, a. iiecoud lire, 
broke out In the same neighborhood 
on Thursday night, Jonuary 10th, on 
which the "Toronto MaU" has the fol- 
lowing : 

A eecond Kre.it lire, and one even 
more enlamltons than tbat of San- 
day lost, bos vldted the heart ot To- 
ronto, and taught us tbat this city 
will bura with Just na angry and 
cruel a blase as Milwaukee, as Chi- 
cago, or any other lire-swept city. 
The conflagration tbat broke out in 
the Osgoodby building last night, and 
bit its way into warehouse niter 
warehouse till nearly a whole block 
was like a roaring furnace. In a cat- 
astrophe such a« Is calculated to awe 
the strongest of us. Even at a dis- 
tance It was terrible— reddening the 
sky to the zerdtb. To those who 
stood on high places la the Imme- 
diate nelgliborhiHid, tbe fire was like 
a fascinating »eue of pandemonium. 
Again and ngiilu the flames leaped 
In a fiery volume from the blazing 
ruins. Agalsi nod ag.tla our brave 
firemen proved f.-ilthlul tcr their trust, 
and foot by foot contested the ground 
ol battle, risking their lives in the 
encounter, ond working witli uiagnlfi- 
cent courage and seal.
